It is through 
this that one is able to increase ability in an area or divert attention away 


from hindering factors.

To 
transgress and disadvantage one of close relations of a collective is to, by 


law of cause and effect, disadvantage and thus hinder oneself. 


V. Conduct 
To actina way which is, from the mind of the receiver, agood example and
